— Fried apples make a nice entree, 


cut across the core in slices and then 
browned m lard, or butter and lard. 
mixed; drain and serve them hot. They 
make a nice garnish for roast pork 
when prepared in this way. 
Some 


cooks use beef drippings instead of 
lard and like the flavor better.— Boston 
Qlobe. 


—Whipped cream pie: Make a crust 


of moderate iichness, line a deep tin 
with it; bake quickly in a hot oven; 
when done spread it with a layer of 
jelly or jam; first a thin layer, then 
whip one teacuplul of sweet cream 
until it is as light as possible; swaeten 
with powdered sugar, and flavor with, 
vanilla; spread over the jelly or jam; 
set the cream where it will get very 
cold before whipping.— The Household. 


—Hard gingerbread: One cup of 


molasses, one cup of sugar, one-half 
cup of milk, one-half cup of butter, 
one-hali cup of lard, a little salt, one 
egg, a scant teaspoonful of ginger and 
a heaping teaspoonlul of saleratus. 
Mix quite hard. Eoll out, cut in cakes 
to suit your pan, which should be a 
shallow one. Have your oven hot when 
you put your bread'in, but be careful 
Lot to burn it. Sometimes you may 
put ia one teaspoonful of cream of 
tartar, but it is not necessary.— Detroit 
Post.

as fruits ttie unripe and unfit for 
human lood they are green and sour;

and sweet, and usually acquire some 
bright color as a sort of advertisement 
ol their edibility. In the main, bar 
the accidents of civilization, whatever 
is sweet is good to eat—nay, more, is 
meant to be eaten; it is only our own 
perverse folly that makes us sometimes 
think all nice things bad for us, and all 
wholesome things nasty. In a state of 
nature the exact opposite is really the 
oase. One may observe, too, that chil- 
dren, who are literally young savages 
in more senses than one, stand nearer

The first requisite was a 
supply of -cassareep' " (I won't guar- 
antee the spelling of the word), "and 
after some trouble I found a West In- 
dian produce importer who got me a 
supply at half a guinea per bottle 
Now cassareep is the juice pressed out 
of the cassava, and in its raw state is 
deadly poison. Itis the basis, Ibeliere, 
of the stuff the Carib Indians use to 
poison their arrows with. But when 
boiled it is perfectly harmless, and 
possesses the curious property of pre- 
serving meat for any length of time. 
In tho West Indies the pepper-pot is 
always on the go; it ia never entirely 
emptied, and tSe contents axe added to 
day by day. Any pieces of cold meat 
—pork is best—and fish go into thepot 
Here, in London, we don't put fish in, 
only the best parts of the cold joints. 
Our 'pepper-pot' has only been about 
three years on tbe go 
It has never 


been, emptied; for aught I know to the 
contrary, you may nave been eating 
meat a year or two old to-day. Ot 
course there are spices and sauces put 
in to give the stew a flavor, besides the 
<M3sareep, which in addition to its pre- 
servative and antiseptic qualities has a 
distinct, if slight, flavor of its own."
